Stoter Mary Anthony, who was killed, 
waa bom in Birmingham, Ala , thirty- 
two years ago. Her name before taking 
Ibe veil waa Frances Nailen, and she was 
the daughter of Jamea Nailen. a mer- 
chant of aome prominence. Early in life 
ahe decided to devote heiaelf to raligiona 
work, and she went to Naiarath Academy 
to enter the novitiate when ahe was only 
sixteen years old. After Slater Manr 
Anthony l.ad taken her vows she remained 
at Nazareth three years, fitting heraelf for 
work as a teacher. She was then sent to 
Covington, where she taught nine years 
in St. Mary's school. She waa then 
tranaferred to Hyde Park, Mass., where 
ahe Unght four years in St. Raphael s 
achool before coming to Lontoville. On 
coming to thto city Stoter Mary Anthony 
was assigned to the Sacred Heart achool. 
where she had tanght three year*. She 
was a woman of lovely character aud 
waa greatly beloved by her pnpila. 

Stoter Mary Leander'a original name 
wu Martha Eiting. She waa born and 
epent her early life in Cincinnati. When 
eighteen yeara old ahe entered the no- 
vitiate at Masaieth, and after compleUng 
her education then went to Corning, 
Ohio, where ahe tonght at St Bernard s 
school . She waa then aent to St. Bridgld'a 
school in Memphis, and from that dty 
came here. She is suffering from great 
nervous shock as well as brnlaea, but 
may recover. 

Miaa Mary McGill lives with her father, 
Charlea McGill. at 1605 Second street. 
Sm haa been a teacher in the public 
Mhooto foe many yeaw. She to a aiater 
of Mi« Anna McGill, the milUner. 

Inatantaneotu with the acddent Rev. 
Patrick Walsh, of the Sacred Heart 
church, and Father Felten were on the 
scene and administered to the dying and 
icjured. A large crowd soon assembled, 
among the number many of the childreu 
whom the Sisters taught, and the scene 
vaa a pathetic one. The two Sisteni 
were removed to St. Joaeph'a Infirmary, 
where the body of Stoter Mary Anthony 
lay until Tneaday, when it waa taken to 
Nazareth. Mother Aurea and alzteen 
Sisters accompanied the remalna, and the 
aolemn funeral aervicea were held 
Wedoeaday morning. Father Watoh waa

Thomas B. Pltzpatrlck. 
of Boaton. 



The Laetere medal i« a distinction an 
nually conferred by Notre Dame Uni- 
versity upon a conspicuous member of 
the Catholic laity in America who has 
stood for eminence in aome specific field 
of literature, adeaoe or art or for notable 
achievement ia broad phitonthropic ef- 
fort. Thto yeer the univerrity chooaea 
her medaliat from tbe commerctol world. 
Thomaa B. Fitipatrick to the aenior mem 
ber of the firm of Brown, Durrdl k Co., 
of Boston and New Yorib Be waa born 
in Grafton, Maja., in 1844. Hla early 
years were spent on his father's farm, 
near Hopkinton, digging out stumps or 
cultivating the soil. It waa also his 
practice to collect berries from his neigh- 
bors and travel by night with hia wagon 
load to tbe Boston market, a dtotance of 
aome forty milea. 

At dghteen young FiUpatrick went to 
Bodon, where he begeo hto epprentice- 
ship in the dry gooda bodneaa. The 
acqualntence he formed with Oliver H. 
Durrell grew into a atrong frieadahip. 
In 1805 Mr. Fitzpatrick became a travel- 
ing salesman for Mason, Tiuier S; Co. 
He worked for this firm seven years. 
After the Boston fire of 1872 the old firm 
I of Brown, Button & Co. waa re-eatob-

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FEDERATION AND CAPITAL. 

On several occasions the Syra- 
cuse Catholic Sun has truthfully 
aaaerted that tha Am ari ca n Pcder- 
ation of Labor is the best friend 
capital has in the country. Why? 
Because the federation haa atcad- 
faatly fcfniad to go over to Social- 
ism when Invited. It is a great 
pity capital can not see this. In 
the name of heaven what would 
happen to our d^ization if it did? 
The votes of those millions of lab- 
orers would wreck the country. 
Bveryone familiar with tzlsting 
conditions must admit this is true; 
and yet the federation is most vic- 
iously atUcked almost daily by the 
various hired or bribed Parry jour- 
aala who aaA to diaorgauiM the 
labor anions. 

This week a dispatch comes trom 
Washington stating that Samuel 
Oompers has notified the Federa- 
tion of Labor to cease making con- 
tributions to the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners.

Heretofore the 
law has been a dead letter. The 
front doors of saloons were dosed 
on Sundays but thart wtct dde 
cntranoaa.
